As I opened the door to that little cottage - the 
one that was a silent witness to hope and fear - its familiar 
scent snapped me back into awareness. 

It was often the case when I drove to my father's 
home during his final years; I'd lapse into memories 
followed by overwhelming anxiety that this would be 
the day something really difficult would happen. It was 
always the same, however. He'd be sitting there at the 
tiny kitchen table looking out the window waiting from 
someone, anyone to walk down the broken cement path 
and knock on his door. 

I entered, calling to him a cheery hello. He had. 
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of course, seen me coming and he called back, ''Come 
aboard." 

Passing through the nearly empty dining room 
heading to the kitchen, I spotted on the floor along 
the wall a collection of brand new items. There was a 
flashlight, a butterfly net, a kite, a child's sand pail and 
shovel. My heart sank as I asked, "Dad, who brought you 
these things?" 

"No one," he responded with a joyous edge to his 
voice. "I bought them for the kids for Christmas." 

"What kids?" I asked. Here was a man who had 
two or three young great-grandchildren, children he 
rarely saw, so no other children came immediately to 
mind. I didn't understand the context of these items on 
the worn carpet, but I should have. 

"My kids and my wife are on their way here 
now," he said. 

My knees felt as if they would buckle, my heart 
pounded nearly out of my chest, my mouth went dry. He 
had purchased Christmas gifts for his imaginary family. 

He had been slowly building the loving new 
family in his mind. For weeks whenever we'd do grocery 
shopping, he'd mention the need for certain foods because 
the family was coming over. I shot down those thought 
bubbles with arrows from my reality quiver. "Your wife 
is in the nursing home. Dad. Your kids are grown. I'm 
cooking for you at my house." He'd look away, barely 
acknowledging that he heard what he didn't want to hear 
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- that he was living alone now. 

We'd spent so many hours together, especially 
after my mother needed permanent nursing home care. 
She was only five miles away. It might as well have been a 
million. 

During those last years. Dad and I became two 
lost souls bridging the growing distance dementia was 
putting between us with happy banter and home-cooked 
meals. 

As a child. Dad hadn't had much to say. Now 
he talked all the time. When his brain could still process 
current events, we'd talk about the latest news, or 
I'd include him in paying the household bills or tell 
him about my job. He'd ask questions, praise good 
performance, denounce politicians, and wonder why his 
wife didn't make more of an effort to get well and return 
home. His own survival instincts didn't allow for any 
weakness of spirit. 

The daily phone calls I'd make to him several 
times throughout the long daylight hours always required 
an answer to his most pressing question, "When are you

coming over here?" 

He didn't like needing help, but he understood he 
had to accept it. Surprisingly, and more easily with every 
passing day. Dad accepted help with grace and humor as 
his aging brain's personality crumbled away. 

I stood there for several long minutes, minutes 
that meant nothing to him now that time expanded 
and contracted in magical ways. What to do about the 
Christmas gifts purchased at the local hardware store for 
his imaginary family? I finally breathed in deeply and 
said on the exhalation, "That's nice. Dad." 

I asked if he still wanted to go out to eat, a 
favorite pastime that always gave him joy and made me 
feel good. He said yes, he'd go, but needed to get right 
back so as not to miss the kids' arrival. 

I made the outing last as long as possible. The 
December sky turned gray and was swiftly darkening as 
we slowly walked back to his door. 

The gifts emotionally assaulted me once again. I 
felt guilty for not being one of those kids he was longing 
to see. I wanted to slip into his world with that new 
family. I wanted to laugh with delight catching butterflies 
and fly the kite on the summer breeze, and take an 
evening stroll holding that brand new flashlight. I wanted 
what Dad wanted - a happy family to love and be loved 
by. 

As he shuffled past the collection headed for his 
table and chair, he said, as if to himself, "Oh, they didn't 
come yet. Good. I'm home in time." 

I promised to return tomorrow, gave him a kiss, 
and hustled out the door, sucking in air like a drowning 
swimmer. I drove to the end of his street, stopped the 
car, and screamed until nothing was left but the empty 
longing I knew he must feel. 

The end of the story is that I returned those gifts 
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to the hardware store the following week with Dad's 
permission. It was one of the hardest things I ever had 
to do for my old man, or maybe, the hardest came later - 
living with this memory 


Rochester Officers Shed Their No-Shave 
November Beards

Five Rochester police officers headed over to Old 
Colony on the morning of Wednesday, November 30, 
where some eager cosmetology students put an official 
end to the Police Department's 'No-Shave November.' 

This year, six officers participated in the 
seemingly ubiquitous new tradition among men - 
No-Shave November, which originally began as an 
awareness campaign for cancer, in which men show a 
renewed appreciation for their facial hair, something that 
many cancer patients lose during cancer treatment. The 
movement has since taken off as an awareness campaign 
for a number of different causes and, like the Rochester 
police officers who let their beards and mustaches flourish 
throughout the month, it acts as a conversation starter and 
a way to garner donations for the officers' chosen cause - 
helping veterans who suffer from PTSD. 

Police Chief Paul Magee said the officers 
approached him in October about starting a No-Shave 
November tradition to raise money for Home Base, a 
charity that provides support and mental health treatment 
to veterans returning home from combat. And with a 
number of veterans currently serving on the Rochester 
police force, Magee called supporting the worthy cause "a 
no-brainer." 

"It seemed like a good idea," said Magee, "and 
a lot a lot of departments in the area were doing it, so we 
gave it the go-ahead." 

Officers had to pay $100 for the privilege to grow 
out their facial hair, which under regular circumstances is 
not allowed for officers serving on the force. 

So, Officers Nathan Valente, Jason Denham, Alex 
Malo, Rob Nordahl, and Scott Smith, along with the chief 
himself, embarked upon a journey of facial hair growing 
and grooming, something most of them knew little about 
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since they need to shave daily to report for duty. 

"I hate shaving," Magee told Old Colony student 
Taylor Rowe as she approached him, clippers buzzing 
towards his goatee. "It's a pain when you have to shave 
everyday." 

But growing a beard was no breeze, either. The 
main complaint amongst the men in uniform: itchiness. 

"And it was a lot of work to keep it somewhat 
decent looking," Magee said. 

Valente took his seat in front of the mirror and 
laughed as cosmetology student Kirsten Galas draped a 
silken leopard print cape around him. 

"Oh yeah, this suits me," Valente joked. Valente, 
who if this was a competition among them would have 
won for fullest and bushiest beard, admitted, "Before I 
joined the department, I always had facial hair." Clearly, 
Valente knew what he was doing. 

The chief, along with the other officers, heckled 
Valente a little when Galas had to seek stronger clippers 
to cut through the density of Valente' s dark beard, which 
he credited to his Portuguese genetics. 

"Same ones they use on the alpacas," kidded 
Valente, who was still being "sheared" as the other 
officers were finished - even those who also enjoyed a 
haircut. 

For Magee, asking the assistance of the Old 
Colony students seemed like the perfect gesture, as part 
of the department's initiative is to participate in more

Magee said almost every shop at the school has 
assisted the police department in one way or another 
thus far, "So this was just a natural thought to have 
cosmetology do the job." 

The officers declined the invitation for a manicure 
and hand massage offered by cosmetology shop teacher 
Vanessa Raymond, but a couple of them quietly admitted 
that they would consider coming back at a later time 
for some foot action - a time when perhaps the cameras 
weren't pointed at them. 

Magee proudly announced that Rochester Police 
collected a total of $1,500 for Home Base, and before the 
officers left with their fresh new faces, the cosmetology 
teacher announced the shop would be donating another 
$25 to the cause.

table in the corner of the Marion Music Hall, but whatever 
it was, the Marion Board of Selectmen on December 6 
swiftly approved Shea Doonan's latest request to establish 
a half-acre shellfish farm at the end of Hammetts Cove in 
an area dubbed 'Mitton Flats,' only weeks after the board 
denied Doonan's proposed aquaculture farm off Meadow 
Island. 

Doonan is proposing to use floating cages to 
culture soft-shell clams, quahogs, American oysters, and 
bay scallops in an area he claims "no one ever goes," a 
site diagonally across from the Harbormaster's Office at 1 
Island Wharf. 

Assistant Harbormaster Adam Murphy told the 
board that the exact location of the shellfish farm would 
need to be fine-tuned; however, "That is an area that we'd 
like to see go on our end because of the lack of eelgrass," 
Murphy stated. 

"It's already kind of a 'dead' area," said Doonan, 
"It's only a foot and a half of water. No one goes there at 
all." 

The meeting served as a "blessing of the board," 
as Town Administrator Paul Dawson put it. Doonan still 
must proceed through the state's application process for 
the aquaculture license, which entails a series of surveys 
including, but not limited to, the presence of eelgrass. 

The selectmen denied Doonan's last request due 
to their opposition to the location that selectmen and 
some abutters claimed would inhibit the recreational use 
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of the area. 

"I wish you the best on this," Selectman Steve 
Gonsalves told Doonan. 

After the unanimous vote. Board of Selectmen 
Chairman Jody Dickerson said, "This is one of many 
steps. We wish you the best. Shea." 

The board enjoyed a light agenda that evening 
due to the scheduling of the Town Christmas Party right 
after adjournment.

Brandt Point Village Deja Vu 

Mattapoisett Planning Board

The Mattapoisett Town Hall conference room was 
once again filled with people whose vested interests in the 
successful completion of Brandt Point Village seemed the 
key point. 

On December 5 by invitation, the Planning Board 
met yet again with developer Armand Cotellesso, Marc 
Marcus of Omega Financial, Attorney John McGreen, 
Mattapoisett Highway Surveyor Barry Denham, 
Mattapoisett' s designated oversight engineer Ken 
Motta of Field Engineering, and A1 Loomis of McKenzie 
Engineering, who has worked on the project for several 
years through several owners. Several residents from 
Phase 1 of the project were also seated. 

Town Counsel Jonathan Silver stein was present 
to help navigate this latest attempt on the part of the 
Planning Board to achieve firm timelines from the 
developers for completion of specific aspects of Phase 1. 

The objective was clear: get things done on Phase 
1 or establish firm deadlines on previously promised 
line items, and in exchange, receive building permits for 
speculative build-outs in Phase 2. 

Along with Chairman Tom Tucker, the full 
Planning Board was in attendance that included Karen 
Field, Nathan Ketchel, Janice Robbins, and Gail Carlson, 
who is also a resident of the sub-division and an

outspoken advocate for the residents of Phase 1. 

Before the discussion got underway. Tucker 
reminded Carlson that she could not vote on any matter 
regarding the sub-division but was welcome to speak as a 
private citizen. 

Silverstein detailed specific incomplete items 
on Phase 1 as: 1) septic testing; 2) roadway repairs; 3) 
guardrails; 4) positioning and installation of mail kiosk; 

5) installation of lights; 6) storm water catch basin covers; 
and 7) landscaping of common areas. 

Cotellesso said, ''Every time we fix something, we 
find other problems," indicating why previous promises 
to complete some items had not been done during the 
summer months.

Asked by Tucker when things would get done, 
McGreen testily replied, ''We set the timeframe in the tri- 
party agreement. We are here as a courtesy to you." 

McGreen pointed out the financial assurances 
Cotellesso and Marcus put in place. 

"You had no teeth," said McGreen. "We put up 
$1.5 million. We put our money where our mouth is. We 
have a timeframe of August 2018!" 

Tucker was looking for more immediate results. 

For an hour, the parties hammered out when 
the punch-list of to-dos would be completed. Most items 
received a June 1 deadline. 

Tucker agreed that if the developer completes all 
items by the deadlines, then the Planning Board would 
advise the building department so that occupancy permits 
could be issued on any homes sold in Phase 2. 

In the meantime. Tucker said a letter would 
be drafted to the building department so that building 
permits for structures in Phase 2 could be issued. 

Later in the evening, Robbins asked about the 
tri-party agreement, saying it is normally an arrangement 
between the lender, a bank, and the developer; however, 
in this case it appeared that the developer and the lender 
were one and the same. 

"This company could go out of business 
tomorrow," said Robbins. 

She asked Tucker, "You don't require a bank?" 
Tucker said no and deferred to the fact that town counsel

Wetlands Flagging for Bike Path Goes Before 
ConCom 

Marion Conservation Commission 

By Jean Perry 

The Marion Conservation Commission began 
reviewing the wetlands flagging along the proposed 
Marion bike path route, and on November 30, Chairman 
of the Marion Pathway Committee John Rockwell went 
before the ConCom to discuss the commission's findings 
on a recent site walk. 

The site walk is being broken up into sections for 
a thorough examination of the long stretch of pathway 
that runs from the Mattapoisett town line to where Brew 
Fish is located, crossing Route 105 following the old 
trolley line into Washburn Park, and then running parallel 
to Interstate 195 to Point Road. 

Rockwell said that he and fellow pathway 
committee member Jeff Oakes conducted most of the 
wetlands flagging over the summer. 

Conservation Commission member Cynthia 
Callow said she walked "half of a half" on that previous 
Saturday and found some of the flags missing and asked 
if those flags would be placed before construction was 
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started. 

''They will be located as part of the construction 
project," said Rockwell, assuring Callow that her concern 
over construction workers knowing the precise locations 
of wetlands was accounted for. 

"We only had a chance to look at part of the 
process," said commission member Norm Hills, "and 
there's still more to do. Obviously," he continued, "we're 
going to have to continue this and now we're into hunting 
season. . . . The only time you can safely go out there . . . 
would be on a Sunday some time before the [winter] 
weather...." 

ConCom member Joel Hartley addressed the 
part that runs from the Mattapoisett town down the old 
railroad bed. 

"I've run that before," said Hartley, emphasizing 
a good look is required at the site. "There are a lot of wet 
areas, almost like a stream down there." 

Callow suggested a plan to divide the sections 
amongst the commission members over the course of 
several site walks. Rockwell commented that the walk 
could easily take up to two hours at least. He added that 
design work is well underway, although the project is still 
significantly behind schedule due to surveying taking 
longer than anticipated. 

Construction on the bike path will not begin until 
at least the summer of 2018, according to Rockwell.

I realize that 1 should take my cat to the vet annually to 
get a physical and whatever vaccinations may be due, but 
getting the cat into the cat carrier is a chore. Any hints? 

Cats are not dumb. If they see the cat carrier 
come out they disappear. Some cats don't mind the 
carrier if it is left out all year round. Feed them in the 
carrier, allow them to nap in it, let it be associated with 
more pleasant experiences than a car ride. 

If you haven't gotten the cat to think positively 
about the carrier, put the cat in a bathroom prior to 
getting the carrier out of the basement.

Earlier in the meeting, the commission met with 
Brian Grady of G.A.F. Engineering on a request for an 
amended order of conditions for property located at 356 
Snow's Pond Road. 

The new owner, John Draper, purchased the 
parcel from Gloria Doviak and sought to have a previous 
order of conditions amended to suit his plans to build a 
new home on the site. 

Grady explained there were minor differences 
between what Doviak had proposed to build on the site 
versus what Draper now wished to do.

The commissioners also discussed their right of 
refusal on a parcel owned by Thomas Gayoski, Jr., located 
off Alley Road. Farinon said the property consisted of 72 
acres with a price tag of $185,000. After some discussion.

SRPEDD Recommends County Road 
Reclassification 
By Jean Perry 

Town representatives from Marion, Rochester, 
and Wareham - the three towns traversed by County 
Road - met with representatives from the Southeastern 
Regional Planning & Economic Development District on 
November 30 to discuss reclassifying the 5.5-mile stretch 
of County Road between Routes 28 and 105 as an ''Urban 
Collector," which is an upgrade from an "Urban Local" 
road. 

SRPEDD, at the request of the three towns, 
collected traffic volume and vehicle speed data, along 
with origin-destination, vehicle classification, and land 
use information to determine the eligibility of County 
Road reclassification, and they identified County Road as 
feasible for Urban Collector status. 

Urban Collector roads are eligible for federal 
funding for street upgrades, something all three towns 
and residents agree County Road needs. 

Although Marion and Wareham were 
eager to apply with the Massachusetts Department 
of Transportation to start the process, Rochester 
representatives weren't as enthused once they heard more 
about what sorts of costs the town would be responsible 
for in the event of a County Road project. 

Roads classified as Urban Collectors by the 
Federal Highway Administration qualify for special 
funding for road upgrades; however, there are specific 
federal guidelines and design criteria for the width of the 
roads to accommodate for all traffic, including bicycle 
and pedestrian. Some costs are covered by the towns 
themselves, including design, right of way matters, and 
permitting. 

Rochester Highway Surveyor Jeff Eldridge 
and Town Administrator Suzanne Szyndlar both wore 
concerned expressions on their faces. 

"So these are big costs," said Szyndlar. 

Eldridge pointed out that, with federal standards 
for widening of roads to almost double what County 
Road is now in some spots, some houses located five 
to ten feet from the road would result in costly land 
acquisitions. 

"Tm not a lawyer, but I think you're looking at 
some serious land taking," Eldridge said. "If somebody 
says no, then you have to go to court and take it through 
court." 

SRPEDD Transportation Planning Manager 
Paul Mission urged the three towns to further consider 
the petition for the road reclassification, saying, "I think 
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County Road has a good shot. It's really just changing the 
status of the road. Changing the physical condition of the 
road would be the next project." 

Mission suggested that he could meet with the 
individual boards of selectmen should they prefer a more 
formal presentation, including more detail on one option 
Mission suggested the towns could propose to MassDOT 
and the FHA to increase the odds of reclassification. 

Since the FHA prefers to maintain a steady 
percentage of roads classified at Urban Collectors, Mission 
suggested offering to trade-off on current Urban Collector 
Roads in order to acquire the 5.5 miles of County Road. 

Wareham and Marion are the only two towns 
with Urban Collectors, which includes Front Street and 
Spring Street in Marion. 

Presently, the percentage of Urban Collectors in 
the region is 9.3 percent. Adding County Road would 
increase it .2 percent to bring the percentage up to 9.5. 

"In the grand scheme of things, it is relatively 
insignificant," said Mission. "The role of the road and the 
increase in traffic certainly justify a serious consideration 
for change." 

If Marion did not foresee applying for federal 
funds for any future projects on either Spring or Front 
Streets, Mission said a trade-off, if necessary, could 
include those two streets. 

"At some point in time, something's going to 
have to be done with that road, like it or not," said Marion

ORR High Slips to Level 2 School 

Old Rochester Regional School Committee 

By Jean Perry 

It looks bad. Old Rochester Regional High School 
Principal Michael Devoll told the ORR School Committee 
on November 30, but the data he was about to present 
to the committee was ironically positive data, showing 
improvement at the school despite the state's downgrade 
from a Level 1 school to a Level 2 school. 

The culprit, said Devoll, was the extra points the 
school received last year due to a significant 10% increase 
in advanced-level student performance on the PARCC 
and MCAS scores. 

"We would've had to increase the 'advanced' 
another ten percent," Devoll said, "which would be near 
impossible. 

The scores reflected a decrease in the number of 
tenth graders who were 'not proficient' in the material, 
which brings the school up to a 90% proficiency rate.

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''We will return to a Level One school next year," 
said Devoll. "I'm confident we will." 

Devoll went through the graphs that measure this 
year's data against the last three years, showing steady 
improvement. 

"All the data you're going to see is going to be 
positive," he said. "But we dropped to a Level Two school 
because of our CPI." 

CPI stands for Composite Performance Index, a 
way the state measures progress towards achieving the 
goal of narrowing proficiency gaps. 

Devoll celebrated the particular gains made by the 
school's 'high needs' sub-group, which includes disabled 
students and those with lEPs (Individualized Education 
Plans). 

"While we didn't meet our target for the whole 
school, we met it for our high needs sub-group," Devoll 
said, "Which is an important thing that not all schools can 
meet." 

Biology scores, Devoll added, have also increased 
to an all-time school high, with only one failure out of 
180 students who took the test and only 13% needing 
improvement. 

"We're performing, we're getting the data, and I 
believe that we'll be back up to a Level-One school next 
year with our work," said Devoll. 

According to Devoll, every school within the

Noted art potter and educator Maureen Mills will 
be Tabor Academy's 2016 Visiting Fellow in Ceramics.

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Spellbound

The Love Witch. Starring Samantha Robinson and 
Gian Keys. Directed by Anna Biller. Running time: 

120 minutes. No MPA A rating, but equivalent to an R 
rating. 

Every frame of Anna Biller's The Love Witch 
is lavishly loved and fussed over, and every frame is 
unquestionably Anna Biller's: she directed it, produced 
it, wrote the script, edited it, designed the sets and 
handmade the costumes, and composed the music. 

The movie has a luscious dreamlike look, too, shot (by 
cinematographer M. David Mullen) on 35mm in radiant 
tribute to the Technicolor Euro-horror of the '60s. I would 
love to award it high marks in areas other than the purely 
technical, but the troublesome truth is that The Love Witch, 
while stubbornly idiosyncratic and unmistakably a vision, 
is also dawdling and hollow and kind of awful, really 

— difficult to sit through, once the creamy visuals lose 
their novelty. It's a long two hours, and it could have been 
worse: "If I had not cut any lines out and I just kept it the 
way it was in the script," Biller has said, "it would have 
been three hours." Jesus wept. 

The narrative, such as it is, follows lonely witch 
Elaine (Samantha Robinson) as she sets herself up in a 
new town and goes about finding men to seduce and lure 
to their deaths. There's a good deal of talk about how 
men and women differ, and all the men are blinkered or 
pathetic or both, which may be what the film's supporters 
are talking about when they call it "feminist." Elaine 
does seem to be trapped, stylistically as well as in the 
script's context, in a reality in which she is defined solely 
by her appeal to men and her power over men. But it's 
Anna Biller who traps her there, and I couldn't work 
out how the polymath director felt about her heroine or 
her struggles. Biller seems content to photograph the 
externals. 

Some of the movie comes close to camp or just 
falls in, as when Elaine is assaulted by former friend Trish 
(Laura Waddell in the film's only genuine performance), 
whose husband Elaine has stolen. "Skank! Whore!" 

Trish yells, slapping Elaine while wearing a wig cap 

— the movie helpfully provides its own drag-show re- 
enactment. A sequence in which Elaine is confronted 



in a bar by a mob of superstitious goofballs ("Burn the 
witch!") is frankly terrible and staged with incredible 
clumsiness. The Love Witch will be worshipped as a fetish 
object by a certain breed of film nerd who luxuriates in its 
DIY retro aesthetic, but it isn't really a movie — it would 
have to move first, and the pacing is leadfooted. The plot's 
pairing Elaine with a stolid detective (Gian Keys) just 
leads to a handfasting scene at a local ren faire that seems 
to go on for six, maybe seven years. 

I wonder if any of the hipsters cooing 
over the film have seen George A. Romero's 1973 effort 
Jack's Wife (also known as Hungry Wives or, on video. 
Season of the Witch). It tells a bleak and discomfiting story 
about an abused wife who finds, she thinks, acceptance 
and family in a coven. Romero's film is technically uneven 
but feminist in a way The Love Witch isn't — it grapples 
with reality vs. ideals, and ultimately presents its heroine 
as trading one form of domination for another. The Love 
Witch isn't nearly as complex or, really, as dramatic. It 
seems transfixed by its star, who acts in the same arch, 
artificial manner everyone else does (and I wish Biller had 
been as obsessive about the sound as she was about other 
things in the production — the dialogue sounds tinny, 
hollow, amateurish). 

Truly, witch narratives can get deep to the heart 
of this country's Puritanical weirdness about women 
and the Other. Robert Eggers' masterful The Witch, from 
earlier this year, carries an oblique (and therefore more 
powerful) charge of blasphemy and transgression against 
patriarchal force. But The Love Witch has no inner life, no 
deeper meaning beneath its attractive surface. People 
will appreciate it, if they do, on an aesthetic level or even 
an ironic one, but I don't anticipate it touching anyone's 
heart in the way that even teen junk like The Craft did. Its 
smug, glazed beauty walled me off from feeling anything 
about it except impatience.

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For a few short hours on the morning of Saturday, 
December 10, the doors to the Music Hall will open 
between 9:00 and 11:00 for the ''Early Bird" Holiday 
Greens Boutique. 

Created by Marion gardeners, the boutique is a 
great place to shop for holiday home decor. Centerpieces, 
ornaments, garlands, wreaths, and swags fashioned from 
native greens, shells, berries, and pinecones make popular 
hostess gifts and stocking stuffers. 

The Marion Garden Group, which sponsors the 
event, turned 60 this year. Since its founding in the mid- 
50s, the group comprised primarily of local gardeners 
has made it their mission to meet on a monthly basis 
from September to June. They conduct workshops, invite 
guest speakers, take field trips, and participate in service 
projects that contribute to the beautification of the village. 
This year, the group purchased a Best Bees bee hive that is 
managed by volunteer members, and the club harvested 
its first batch of honey this fall. "The group is increasingly 
cognizant of the effect of certain pesticides and invasive 
plant species on our habitat," says past president, Kristy 
Marshall who spearheaded the project. "We hope to 
continue to move in ways that support nationwide efforts 
to grow more native materials and to reclaim pollinator 
corridors to support the bees and butterflies on whom we 
are so dependent." 

Today, over 50 active members and 25 affiliates 
volunteer their time to plant and water the village 
window boxes and decorative planters. They conduct 
monthly flower arranging activities for residents at 
Sippican Health Care Center in Marion and Tremont 
Health Care Center in Wareham. They decorate 
wreaths for village businesses and create the holiday 
arrangements, ornaments, and decorative gifts that will 
fill the Music Hall Greens Boutique on December 10. 

"Membership is made up of a variety of talented 
people as well as people who want to learn," says Cassy 
West, the club's current president. "We have seasoned 
volunteers working alongside new members; we have 
artists, master gardeners, bee lovers, young moms and 
recent retirees." 

With all the work that the club accomplishes, 
it's important to have a cross-section of volunteers 
with different skills and interests. West says, "but a key 
element of participation is the opportunity to build lasting 
friendships and contribute to the beauty and welfare of 
our town." 

Recent collaborations with Sippican School and 
the Sippican Lands Trust have yielded big rewards for 
local residents. Elementary school students now have 
a solar-powered greenhouse on the grounds of the 
school made possible in part by a $2,000 matched grant 
from the Marion Garden Group. The 8-foot by 12-foot 
greenhouse extends the growing season for the school's 
popular Garden Club and makes it possible for teachers 
to integrate lessons in science with the authentic learning 
that comes via hands-on experience.
